OR that the reaſon of theLaw that formerly hindredy Free Trade for Tann'd 
Leather, was to prevent Tranſportation, And the reaſon now ceafing, (Tran- 


; ſportation by the encreaſe of the Commodity being made lawful) the ron it 
{elf ought to be no longer a reſtraint upon Trade. | 

For that Tranſportation (which hath been found very beneficial to this Realm ſince 
the late Act 1n that cafe provided) cannot be ſo effe&ually encouraged as it deſerves, 
unleſs the Tranſporter may ſell at home, what in buying in the groſs for Tranſportation 


he finds unfit for Foraign Trade, or by any ſudden emergency may become unſafe to 
adventure on the Seas. 


For that by making a Free Trade of Leather, the Fairs and Markets in remote Coun- 
ties, will generally be advanced 1n their prizes of the Commodity, ſo as to bear pro- 
portion with Leadez-Hall Market, and Leaden-Hall will thereby be kept to equal and 
indifferent Rates, and the Trade of Leather be ballanced throughout the Realm. 

For that by keeping a reſtraint upon the buying and ſelling of Leather, the Tanners 
in and near Lozdoz will monopolize the whole Trade of the Commodity, and it hath 


been the prudence of all Parliaments to prevent Monopolies as deſtructive to Trade 
and Commerce. 


For that a Retailer of T.eather, ac well a« a Retailer of Cloath, and ſuch like Com- 
modities, 1s neceſſary for all the Realm, and in eſpecial, for ſupplying the occaſions 
of the poorer ſort of Traders and Artificers, by furniſhing them with Leather Curried 
and Dreſt, and proper for their uſe, who otherwiſe could not provide for Supplies to 
laſt until the weekly return of the Market, and the weeks time that muſt be ſpent in 
Currying after the Market day before it be fit for uſe, nor can their Stock hold out for 
providing by whole fale for the variety of Colours that Leather is now put into, and 
muſt be had for fitting of Cuſtomers and to maintain their Trade. 

For that all the miſchiefs and inconveniencies that can be oppoſed to the Free Trade 
of Leather, are ſufficiently provided againſt, by ſearching and ſealing of Leather by the 
Laws already provided for in all Markets and Corporations. So that it may be poſt- 
tively concluded, that liberty of Free Trade in Tann'd Leather, is beſt for the genera- 


lity of men, even of the Tanners themſelves, the Loydoz Tanners only excepted, whoſe 
concernit is hoped w1ll not preponderate a common good,
